SEN. MORSE TO SPEAK 


Although plans for having a member of Con- 
gress speak at the Foggy Bottom Association Meet- 
ing last month were stymied by unforeseen events, 
Senator Wayne Morse, Democrat from Eugene, Ore- 
gon, is scheduled, and expected, to speak at the up- 
coming meeting on Monday, February 26. 


A member of the District Committee and a 
long-time advocate of home-rule, Senator Morse 
will speak on “The Relation of the Senate to the 
City.” 


The Senator was born on October 20, 1900, 
near Madison, Wisconsin. He attended the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin where he was active in debate and 
student government and earned the degrees of 
Ph.B. and M.A. In addition, he has an LL.B. degree 
from the University of Minnesota which he earned 
while carrying a full teaching load at that Univer- 
sity. 


Appointed assistant professor of law at the 
University of Oregon Law School in 1929, Morse 
was named Dean two years later. He frequently 
acted as an arbitrator in labor-management disputes. 


Senator Morse was elected to the Senate as a 
Republican in 1944 and 1950. In 1952, he re- 
signed from the Republican Party, and was re- 
elected to the Senate as a Democrat in 1956 and 
1962. 


In addition to the District Committee, Senator 
Morse is a member of several other committees in- 
cluding Foreign Relations and Labor and Public 
Welfare. He and his wife, the former Mildred 
Downie, have three daughters and six grandchildren. 


VOTER REGISTRATION EASY 
FOR FB RESIDENTS 


Foggy Bottom residents who can’t get down 
to the District Building during the week to register 
for the Presidential election will be able to register 
locally on the weekend of March 22-23, and one 
other weekend to be announced later. 


St. Paul’s Episcopal Church at 2430 K St. will 
register all FB folks living on that side (south) of 
K St. This area is Precinct 3. The few hundred of 
us on the north side of K St. live in Precinct 4, and 
will register at St. Stephen’s Catholic Church. 


On March 22, registration at both churches 
will be from 5 p.m. to 9 p.m.; on March 23, from 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m. At the District Building, voters 
are being registered every Monday through Friday, 
8:30 a.m. to 6 p.m., through March 23. 


To be eligible to vote in the May 7 Presiden- 
tial primaries, you must declare a party affiliation 
when you register. If you don’t, you may vote in 
the November election only, and not in the primar- 
ies.

“There is no such thing as a green thumb,” 
says my husband William. “If you can’t make 
things grow,” he declares, “‘it’s because you can’t 
read labels or follow directions.” This advice, how- 
ever, comes from a man who was never any help at 
all around the garden. Just try and get him to do 
anything. Of course, our garden stayed behind 
when we moved to Washington, but William’s in- 
difference to my horticultural efforts is a hardy 
perennial. He is just as disinterested in the few 
plants on our balcony as he was in a whole yard- 
full around the house. 


William does know where to find. things, 
though. On his advice (always easy to get) I buy 
soil, seeds and flower pots just a short walk away 
at the M St. Woolworth’s. The nearest complete 
garden store with parking facilities is Hecht’s, in 
the Parkington Shopping Center across the river in 
Arlington. 


The time of the year for “starting” seeds in- 
doors is approaching. Back home, where the sea- 
sons are a month behind Washington, I started mine: 
in cottage cheese boxes in the middle of March; for 
my balcony garden here I’m beginning them now. 
Taylor’s Encyclopedia of Gardening, that invalu- 
able reference, says that as a general rule the seeds 
of tender annuals (like petunias) should be started
